' After a matter of something like 
“three years waiting and worrying to 
‘prove that the site of the old Inter- 
ior well was practically on the dome 
of Wainwright's oilfield, during which 
time the faith of the town has cer- 
‘tainly never wained, Field Manager, 
-J. C. McNabb, with his crew consist- 
ing of Messrs Roy Berray, Ed Gan- 
derton and G, Adamson, are now 
“sitting pretty” beside what is pro- 
claimed by government experts as 
“the finest well of its kind in the 
Dominion.” 

It is only about a month ago that 
‘Operations were again begun to com 
plete this well which was started in 
1925, and the drillers and all con- 
cerned—these being under the con- 


“Toronto, who backed their strong 
faith with their.good money—are re- 
ceiving congratulations upon the way 
“in which the well came into produc- 
tion as a flowing well, through the 
careful and efficient handling of Dril- 
ler Berray and his merry men. 
360 Barrels Per Day 

The crude which has been steadily 
flowing at a rate estimated at around 
360 barrels per 24 hours (it contin- 
uously fills a barrel every four min- 
utes, and has done so for the past 
ten days with no signs of diminish- 
ing) is of a somewhat lighter shade 
than previously obtained from the 
‘other producing wells in this field, 
and gives a Baume reading of slight- 
ly higher gravity. It is emitted by a 
natural gas pressure which is_ esti- 
mated at 600 to 700 tbs rock pres- 
sure with a flow of over five million 
feet of gas daily. 

The well itself is reported to be in 
first-class shape, and on the advice 
of the government experts—Messrs 
Dingman and Steele of Calgary, a 
packer is to be placed in the well and 
a three-inch tubing run, so as to pro- 
tect the well as far as possible. 

Proves ‘Big Returns Possible 

The bringing in of this well has 
caused greaf excitement in town 
and a significant fact in connection 
with the well is that it shows what 
big returns can be obtaitied from the 
Wainwright field, even when stan-. 
dard rigs are put to work. Another 
big feature is that there is not the 
slightest sign of bottom water in 
this well, which has caused trouble | 
at some of the other holes.

JASPER, .Alta—After a journey of 
at least two ‘thousand miles the larg 
est group of United States immi- 
grants that ever settled in Canada 
has established its home in Jasper 
National Park. 

During the week-end 200,000 brook 
trout fingerlings, all the way from 
Cresco, Pennsylvannia were placed in 
the waters of Maligne Lake. They 
came to Canada last winter as eggs 
and for months they have been care- 
1ully nursed in a hatchery especially 
constructed here for them. Herbert 
Davis, one of the park wardens whose 
charge they were, watched them 
grows from eggs to fish, kept the cold 
water running at the proper tempera 
ture, and when they were big enough 
to eat fed them chopped liver. They 
were brought from Pennsylvania to 
Jasper by Canadian National express 
and were transferred to Maligne Lake 
by Pack horse wagon and automobile

SAFEGUARD THE FARM 
WATER SUPPLY 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


That many farm wells are not 
omply protected. from pollution and 
are potential sources of danger from 
water-borne diseases as_ typhoid, 
dysentery, etc, is the conclusion 
drawn from the results of an analy- 
ses at the Central Experimental 
Farm of water samples from rural 
wells. Of 450 samples of water sub- 
mitted during the past,four years, 
bacteriological tests- indicated that 
but 37 per cent were quite free from 
pollution. Thirty-one per cent of the 
samples were definitely polluted, 
while a like number were of a sus- 
pieious character pointing to pos- 
sible contamination. 

In the majority of cases contamina 
ted water comes from the ordinary 
shallow well with its much greater 
possibility for admitting germs of 
excretal origin than the drilled well 
which taps.lower, purer dephs. The 
location is very frequently at. fault, 
and an examination of the data furn- 
ished with the samples shows a very 
aistinct relationship between the 
quality of the water and the distance 
from such sources of pollution as 
privy, cesspool, barnyard, etc. 

Fifty yards may be considered the 
minimum safe distance from any 
source of pollution, indeed experi- 
ments have shown that it is possible 
tor bacteria from polluted sources to 
enter the water of a well 200 feet or 
more away when the well is in the 
direction of the ground water flow.
